2. Any student still in high school at the age of 21 will automatically be 
drafted. 

3. Any drop-out or any boy transferring to another school must notify the 
draft board the same day. The school must also notify the draft board. 

4. All boys in the thirteenth and fourteenth year of high school must main-| 
tain a “C” plus or better average, 

15. Upon completion of the fourteenth year, all boys must take a written, 


oral and physical examination. A “B” or better average must be received 


on the written and oral examination.
